In the 
last 15 years the the Shrine Bowl has raised over $345 thousand dollars for the Shriner's Hospital. 
This year's goal is to raise $ 30 thousand dollars. 


The 2002 Homecoming game will combine school spirit and the nostalgia of a reunion with 
the pageantry and color of a classic bowl game. There will also be a healthy dose of competitive- 
ness as the Stingers meet their cross-town rivals, the McGill Redmen. 


The game also features the Shaughnessy Cup, which symbolizes Football Supremacy in 
Montreal. The cup bears the name of the legendary McGill Football coach Frank "Shag" 
Shaughnessy and will be presented to the winning team. 


Tickets are $8 for adults, $5 for non-Concordia students, $3 for 
Concordia students/seniors, children 13 & under are admitted free of charge. Tickets are on sale 
now at the Concordia athletic complex, 7200 Sherbrooke St. West, Montreal.
